Ir it is the intention of the Govern-

That the Legislative and Executive 
departments of the Government wil] 
undertake to force so anti-Republican 
and injurious a measure strikes us as 
quite problematical if not improbable. 
And to act now on the presumption 
that they will do so, and in con- 
sequence of a fear of such action, to 
voluntarily embrace a policy which 
experience has shown to be injurious 
to us, is to act with an undue haste 
and trepidation, which we think the 
circumstances do not warrant. The 
issue has been raised here by the 
assuinption of a portion of our press 
that the election of SENTER 
was conclusive of the subject, and 
binding consequently on. the 
| G@onservatiyes of the State. This 
we haye denie¢d, hecqyse we 
have neither so voted, nor under- 
stood such to he the intention of those 
who voted with us fr SENTER. It 
will be time enough to consent to gn 
injurious policy when that is authori- 
tatively required of us, Phe wnrecon- 
structed States will obey the commands 
of the military authorities which have 
them in ehgrge.

Another White Girl Outraged by a 
Negro. 


Flight, Pursuit and Final Escape of 
the Scoundrel. 


While other phases of crime seem to 
be becoming gradually -less frequent 
with the negro element, that of ravish- 
ment and,outrage upon white women 
by negro men is alarmingly upon the 
increase. Pick up a paper from al- 
most any section of country, North as 
well as South, and the chances are 
that it contains an account of such 
crimes either] or perpe- 
trated. Here at the South, where the 
negro population largely outnumbers 
that of the North, and where the 
worst passions of the race are carefully 
fostered by the scoundrels who use 
blacks as a stepping-stone to political 
preferment, the sensibilities of our 
people are daily shocked 
the commission of the most dastardly 
crinmés in the catalogue. A few ex- 
amples of summary justice, meted 
out by the hands of the first who 
come up with the miscreants, would 
go far towards exciting a wholesome 
tear of the consequences in the minds 
of the black scoundrels, who, lying in 
wait, would, otherwise, probably 
pounce upon the first defenseless white 
woman that crossed their path.
